Spelling and arith­ 
metic were the

subjects, and many of those at­ 
tending school could spell correct­ 
ly every word in the old blue back 
speller then in use. 
The boys at 
the noon 
hour played 
prisoners 
bans town ball, bull pen, cat, shin­ 
ney, and marbles. 
The girls when 
not allowed to play with the boys, 
played mumble peg. 
Saturdays, if 
not busy working on the farm, 
or going 
to mill to 
have corn 
ground into meal for bread, we 
spent fishing, and how eagerly we 
watched for the first Dogwood to 
bloom, for then, 
the fish were 
ready to bite. 
Sunday afternoons 
usually found a number gathered 
at the old swimming hole either 
at Hills or Cedar Creek.
